Nebraska's Cornhaskers almost "jumped the gun" Satur- 


day afternoon at Memorial stadium when Biff Jones' boys 
seotred a touchdown 17 seconds after the kickoff on the first 
pla'y of the game. Jack Dodd took a pass from John Howell 
and raced 65 yards for the touchdown, and Nebraska led 7-0. 


With the largest crowd of the 
season, 36,000, looking on, Indian 
U, and the Cornhuskers of Ne- 
braska met Saturday on" Memorial 
stadium sod. It was a perfect day 
for the spectators but a little too 
warm for the combatants 
Nebraska, undefeated and tied 


only by Oklahoma, was heralded 
by Indiana followers as the favor- 
ite while Cornhusker 
backers 


leaned slightly toward the Hoos- 
iers because of the McMillm team's 
recent triumphs over Illinois and 
Cincinnati while the Scarlet was 
being limited to a 7-0 verdict over 
Missouri. 
Coach Biff Jones was undecided 


on his starting lineup a half hour 
before 
game time and finally 
started Lloyd Grimm at 
Game

Albert Heikes, 72, indicted with 
red Eichoff in connection with a 
till transaction and liquor posses- 
ion in Falls City, was fined $28 
withqut costs 
Four of the five 
ounts were dismissed, leaving only 
possession of liquor. Heikes testt- 
led for the government against 
Eichoff in the latter's trial. 


Paul Chaney, his attorney, told 
the court, that altho Heikes ad- 
mitted guilt, guilt was of a tech- 
lical nature. He said that Eichoff 
placed the outfit in Heikes1 attic 
and that when the latter found out 
.he nature of the apparatus he 
asked that it he removed. This was 
not done and the reason given by 
the attorney for Heikes' failure to 
report the matter to the officers 
was fear for his personal safety. 
Heikes, he added, had lived in 
Richardson county nearly 70 years 
and never before had ben involved 
in a criminal case. 


Eichoff, recently found guilty by 
a federal jury, was given six 
months and fine of $500 on each 
count, sentences to run concur- 
rently.

mitted, the court asked If anyone 
present desired to object, but none 
responded. Five reasons are as- 
signed why the integration cannot 
take place. They are: 
That It is an inherent violation 


of constitutional principles and of 
the rights granted by the constitu- 
tion and the laws affecting the 
legal rights of attorney; that no 
authority exists lor the court to 
create and control the new asso- 
ciation or seize the old bar asso- 
ciation and Indirectly dissolve it as 
a voluntary organization to make 
the new one a compulsory adjunct 
of the court. 
That the power to practice is 
derived only from the people. 
That when a lawyer has been 
admitted to the bar that act is 
final and conclusive, and his li- 
cense cannot be canceled or re- 
voked, directly or Indirectly, ex- 
cept for fraud in securing admis- 
sion or failure to faithfully dis- 
charge his duties. 
That refusal or neglect on the 
part of an attorney to pay dues 
"in a literary, self help or altru- 
istic organization'9 does not confer 
authority on the court to deny the 
right to practice where one has 
been regularly admitted and has 
been guilty of no misconduct. 
That there are other constitu- 
tional and statutory 
illegalities 
pointed out in an attached brief. 
In this brief it is alleged that 
the court has set up a soviet that 
other professions will be likely to 
follow in an effort to control their 
own profession, and that as more 
than half the members of the bar 
oppose, the court should listen to 
argument. It is asserted that some 
lawyers are discussing suits of 
their own in atate or federal 
courts. 


The claim Is made that the 
movement originally started among 
corporation lawyers who wanted 
to discipline other lawyers because. 
of damage suits brought against 
Insurance companies and public 
service corporations; that the asso- 
ciation has voted disapproval of 
the plan on several occasions, and 
that the legislature has declined to 
pass such a law. They ascribe the 
agitation also to "yellow journals'

BRITISH HELPING 
CHINAINHERWAR

TOKYO. CffJ. An unofficial group 
of highly placed Japanese charged 
that Britain waa helping China in 
her war against Japan and warned 
that Anglo-Japanese 
diplomatic 
relations might be broken if this 
continued. 
"The council on the current situ- 
ation," with more than 100 prom- 
inent men attending, unanimously 
and amid wild cheering adopted 
this resolution: 
- "If the British fail to reconsider 
their attitude we may be forced to 
take an attitude of grave deter- 
mination toy severing years of 
friendly diplomatic relations."

Japanese Claim Their Guns 


Didn't Kill-British— 


Shanghai Quiet. 


SHANGHAI. (Sunday). (UP), 
Vhe "dare to die" battalion of 150 
Chinese who for three daya hav* 
defied Japanese efforts to storm 
their stronghold in two barricaded 
warehouses across Soochow creelc 
from the international settlement, 
began to emerge alive Sunday 
night, their flag' still Hying. 
With the co-operation of the 
British and United States defense 
forces, the Chinese filed over tfc« 
bridge behind a British erected 
barricade into the British area of 
the settlement. 
All members of the 
"suicide 
squadron" were evacuated safely, 
after which the Japanese occupied 
the warehouse, with 
shouts of 
"Banbai." 


The Chinese marched into the 
British post, where they deposited 
their arms and awaited the ar- 
rival of trucks and ambulances to 
take them to hospitals and shelters 
in the settlement. British troops 
guarded the disarmed "indomi- 
tables." 


Tke first contingent of the Chi- 
nese comprised 30 men, including 
eight wounded. 
They ran 
the 
Japanese fire and reached the 
British post, carrying their flag* 
from the warehouse roofs, as well 
as machine guns. They said ap- 
proximately SO more were coming 
jut shortly. 


The Japanese turned machine 
in fire on the men, despite tho 


danger to streets in the settle- 
ment. 


The warehouse 
evacuees said 
they retreated only on firm or- 
ders from Generalissimo 
Chiang 
Kai-Shek at Nanking. When all 
were in the settlement, it was 
found they numbered 377 instead 
of the 150 previously estimated.

Million dollar suit of John W 


Baxter of New York City against 
Ira E. Atkinson, William Robert- 
son, jr., and J. A. Rcichvnbttch, 
former directors of the Federal 
Trust company, blew up in Dis- 
trict Judge Shepherd'i court Fri- 
day afternoon when Judge Shep- 
herd dismissed Baxter'* action. 
The action of Baxter was dis- 


missed on the defendants' motion 
after the plaintiff had rested in 
the case and before the defendants 
had put in any testimony. Judge 
Shepherd dismissed the case on 
two grounds, ofie on the acts of 
Baxter himself in placing in the 
hands of Holland F. Ireland the 
power he had given him to dis- 
pose of around 10,000 or 12,000 
acues of land and the Qther on the 
grounds that Baxter's suit was 
barred by the statute of limita- 
tions. 
Frank Jouvenat, who was one ot 


the defendants named in the orig- 
inal suit, had previously been dis- 
missed as had Fred Bodle and 
E. Thomas Weeks, who were not 
directors. The suit went to trial 
Monday. B a x t e r sued former 
directors of the Federal Trust com- 
pany, alleging that Holland F. Ire- 
land had obtained 50 deeds of him 
in which the consideration and the 
names of grantees were left in 
blank and that Ireland thereafter 
filled in his own name and the 
Federal Trust company, and loaned 
a large amount of money on mort- 
gages on this land. The defend- 
ants denied charges "made by Bax- 
ter. They denied that they were 
guilty of -any -wrongdoing'-what- 
eveV, and also claimed that the 
statute of limitations barred Bax- 
ter^ from suing. 


Discharges Jury. 


Judge Shepherd called the jury 
in after argument had been made 
by Attys. E. B. Perry, William 
Aitken and C. S. Wilson for the 
deefndants, and Frank Gaines of 
Omaha for the plaintiff, and told 
the jury that the case; was a case 
for the court and that the court 
would dispose of it and dismiss 
the petition and the cause of action 
on the ground that there, was not 
sufficient evidence*to sustain and 
maintain the'cause of action.'.

as not shown itself very atrong 


the face of commercial diffi- 


ulties. It Is subject to business 
ressures. The factors which have 
orced the United States to send 
ts marines chasing Its dollars are 
ertaln to have their effect on 
•overnment policy if that policy 
ecrees complete isolation and the 
ampering of trade that must, of 


a certainty, go with such isola- 
lon. 
Keeping out of the present wars 


with which the world is afflicted 
s one thing. Keeping out of them 
sermanently is quite another. The 
world will never be safe for de- 
mocracy and danger of war will 
never be eliminated until war is 
effectively outlawed as an instru- 
ment of international policy. That 
Ime will never come while the 
world's leader for peace is bottled 
up within its own borders.

WASHINGTON.—It has now 


become evident, as indicated in 
this column last week, that the 
administration's "hands off" policy 
regarding1 the stock market situ- 
ation wasn't as "hands-of fish" as 
indicated, even at the start. 
There are some amazing-—and, 


if you didn't get burned in the 
market, 
amusing—tales rustling 


among* 
the 
fallen 
leaves 
on 
Pennsylvania ave. 
The most amazing is the charge 


from a certain set of- anti-new 
dealers to the effect that the presi- 
dent locked the barn after the 
horse was stolen and did it on 
purpose. 


This is pretty emphatically de- 


nied—at least that hands were 
held off on purpose to give bad, 
big business a lesson. But the de- 
niers admit that, ironically, the 
recent slump that ended on the 
bright, blue Oct. 19, was, as their 
opponents, called it, a "Roosevelt 
panic," but in a different sense. 


• This Is the explanation: 
The 
federal reserve put the margin re- 
quirements on stock purchases so 
high in 1936 that the "little fellow" 
hasn't been able to get into the 
market and shoot the works the 
way he did in 1929. Not many 
miniature Morgans could plunge 
when they had to put up 55 per 
cent of their purchase in cash (45 
percent on the loan value of the 
stock). 


That is what happened. 
The 
general 
public 
wasn't 
in 
this 


market. The "big fellows" were 
They were the ones who got 
burned. And some of them are 
blaming the president, saying he 
refuged to step in and save them 
when he might have. 


However, 
that 
may 
be, the 


affair, unless the situation grows 
worse, may work out all right foi 
the new deal. The "forgotten man' 
wasn't hurt directly, and the folks 
who pile up the majorities in No- 
vember have almost forgotten it 
already. 


The chain of events leading to 
the new federal reserve margin 
orders is interesting.

AIso^ among the visitors 
was James Perkins, president of 
the National City bank in New 
York.

in Washington, up 
until the eve of the announcement 
of the new margin requirements, 
there was no indication that any 
statement wna forthcoming. The

bnard met two 
days before and 
it 
is 
reported 


that Dr. Carl Perry, marg'n ex- 
port, didn't even attend. 
Then suddenly, nfter the west- 
ernmost markets had closed on 
Wednesday, the statement came 
out, raising the margin require-

ments on short sales, lowering 
them on stock bought. The latter 
is taken as a friendly gesture to 
Wall street, which had complained 
about—the penalty on buying. 


The belated salve for the mar- 


ket may not help stop a major 
business set-back If It's on 
the 


books, but there are half a dozen 
reasons why there may not be 
much further recession anyhow. 
They are: 


1.- A strong and flexible bank- 
ing system, 
well 
fortified with 
large excess reserves. 


2. Absence of widespread specu- 
lation in the stock market, such 
as was the case in 1929. 
3. Delayed 
building -program, 


which, with proper encouragement 
by the federal government and 
banking interests of the country, 
may set the pace for a business 
recovery early 'next year. 
4. Bountiful crops of cotton, 


corn and wheat, which assure a 
huge farm 
income despite the 


lower prices now prevailing. 
5. Treasury policy of minimizing 


long-term financing and leaving 
capital free to seek investments In 
corporate issues. 


6. Earnest effort being made by 
President Roosevelt and treasury 
officials to balance the budget for 
the next fiscal year. 


If, as now seems probable, the 


big financial interests of the coun- 
try have been able to convince the 
president that the new deal bene- 
fits should extend to them also, 
they may team up with the ad- 
ministration to bring about an era 
of economic stability. 
A drag on recovery prospects at 


the present time, however, is the 
war situation in foreign countries. 
Should the war situation clear on 
all fronts, business recovery in this 
country might 
be prompt and 
sharp. 


Month end reports issued by the 
federal reserve board, the depart- 
ment of commerce and th'e depart- 
ment of labor show that the down- 
ward curve of industrial produc- 
tion and in other lines of trade and 
business was accentuated during 
the month of October. 
The declines in industrial pro 


duction in September and during 
the first 
few weeks of October 


have reduced output to about the 
level of a year ago. At steel mills, 
where output in August had been 
at a high level, partly on the basis 
of orders placed 
earlier 
in the 
year, activity was reduced to an 
average rate of 75 percent of ca- 
pacity in September. This decline 
continued 
in October, as new 


orders were limited in volume, and 
the rate of steel output in the 
fourth week of the month is esti- 
mated at about 52 percent of ca- 
pacity. Such a sharp decline. in 
steel output, 
government econo- 


mists say, may be followed by a 
sharp rebound, especially as auto- 
mobile production advanced sharp- 
ly during October, when most 
manufacturers began assembling 
1938 models. 
Freight car loadings in the week 
ended Oct. 16 totaled 810,000, a 
reduction of 5,000 cars from the 
preceding week. Construction con- 
tracts awarded in the first half of 
October w e r e 
practically un- 


changed on a daily average basis 
from September. 
The general level of wholesale

8,000 Penoni Gather at the 


Coliseum to Hear His 


Plea for Peace. 


"War 
it a racket," Gen. Smed- 
ley JO. Butler thundered at nearly 
8,000 teacher* and Lincoln people 
Friday night in the university coli- 
seum. 
"A racket," he explained, 
"il something that appears one 
thing to the crowd and another to 
the men behind the scenes." 


Jerking open hi» collar, 
the 
gray headed 55 year old general, 
who retired from the marines in 
1931 to flght tor peace, waded into 
war with plenty of blue smoke. 


Japan's undeclared war on China 
ll "none ot our business," General 
Butler declared. "If the Japanese 
don't kill the Chinese, starvation 
will. 
But all the munition fac- 
tories in the world can't keep up 
with the Chinese birthrate." 


The British, he declared, 
are 
trying to push America into a war 
with Japan to protect their billion 
dollar interests in the orient. "The 
British are stalling for time to get 
America all steamed up and go 
fight for their investments." 
Assailing dollar diplomacy, the 


fiery, 
outspoken 
general 
said, 


"The 
demagogs in Washington 
send the flag after the dollar. 
Then when the drums begin to 
beat the crowd runs after the 
flag. All wars are holy crusades. 
Look at the war we fought to 
make the world safe for democ- 
racy. 
Look at all the fine de- 


mocracy that has grown up out 
of the slaughter of 9 million men." 
In Japanese-Chinese conflict, the 
same racket is starting all over 
again, General Butler declared 
The Germans during 
the 
late 


World war were accused of cruci- 
fying the Belgians and cutting off 
their hands. 
Now, pictures of 


Chinese babies with their heads 
blown off are already appearing 
in the newspapers. 


Sarcastically, he Jibed, "Amer 
lea has never fought any but £ 
defensive war. But sometimes, we 
have to go a long way to defend 
our homes and mother. Cuba was 
picked out as the 1898 model de 
fense ground. In 1918, France was 
the place to defend our wives ant 
mothers in Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey." 


Scornfully alluding to "carrying 


the cross of civilization to the Fill 
pinos," General Bulter 
declare< 


that the battleship Maine went to 
Manila on a mission of peace an< 
when she blew herself up it started 
a war. The American marines are 
in China, he ridiculed, on a mis 
sion of peace today, and the threi 
British 
soldiers 
killed 
Fridaj 
"might just as well have been 
Americans." 


The general described the fea 
that this country might be in 
vaded as absurd. "By the time the 
enemy has sailed all the way ove 
here, they would be too weak tc 
fight," he added. 


Ridiculing the idea of invasion 


further, he pointed out that it i 
a piece of absurdity to go 3,00 
miles to lick a fellow. If you cai 
lick him strung out across a: 
ocean, he went on, "you can gtv 
him a hell of good licking righ 
here at home." 


The general, who said he did no 


like microphones because he "like 
to dance around," brought ap 
plause from the crowd with a sail 
at the duke of Windsor. Blamln 
the British for pulling us into th 
World war and trying to push u 
into the far eastern conflict, h 
said, "I reckon that the duke' 
visit will cost us another 100 mi] 
lion dollars." 


In an aside pointing out that th 
"Star Spangled Banner" is th 
American 
national 
anthem, h 


swatted the English again with th 
jibe that singing "America" i 


ust ft British gag to get ui 'to 
ng "God Save the King." 
To keep this country out of war, 


general Bulter 
urged that all

tification laws to the teachers. The 
laws would not handicap educators 
with valid certificates, he asserted.

association, Mrs. C. M. Duff, set 
forth the organization's program 
as "the physical, mental, social and 
spiritual education pf children." 


Stating that the job of Catholic 
education is just beginning. Rev. 
J. H. Ostdiek, superintendent of 
parochial schools in the Omaha 
diocese, declared that religious ed- 
ucation is demanding more atten- 
tion day by day. He scored 
the 


church schools for doing a better

OYSTERS ARE here again, and 


so here we come with some new 
recipes and ways of preparing 
them. In New Orleans, home of 
the world famous Creole cooking, 
the glorification of the oyster has 
reached the status of a fine art. 
From the chef of the finest hotel in 
the Crescent City, we have received 
some marvelous recipes sent in re- 
sponse to our urgent demand. 


Oysters with bell peppers te a de- 
lectable dish, as you'll discover 
when you try it. Four dozen oys- 
ters, three large bell peppers, one 
pound American cheese, pint oyster 
liquor, pint of milk, two egg yolks, 
;wo tablespoons cornstarch, one cup 
butter and one teaspoon kitchen 
bouquet seasoning constitute the 
Ingredients for this fine dish. Strain 
oyster liquor and put on to boil with 
the three green peppers ground 
through a meat chopper. After 
they have boiled until quite soft, 
add the oysters and salt to taste 
(and in correct salting- lies the suc- 
cess of this dish). Cook for five 
minutes, then add milk, cornstarch, 
eggs and butter \vhich have been 
creamed smoothly tog-ether, tea- 
spoon kitchen bouquet, a generous 
dash tobasco and three-quarters 
teaspoon black pepper. When mix- 
ture has thickened, put in the 
pound of cheese, grated. Stir con- 
stantly. The cheeae should be dis- 
solved and smooth in leSb than five 
minutes. Serve on thin slice* of 
crisp buttered toast. 


Baked Oysten 
Baked oyster Borgingnone Is one 


of the glorious specialties of this 
city of fine cookery. 
Shallots, a 
very little garlic, a few anchovies, 
fresh walnut meat, all chopped fine 
and sautered in butter, are needed. 
Pour over oysters on half shell, 
bake and serve with & piece of 
bacon. Here, at last, is a jealously- 
guarded recipe. 
Three dozen large oysters, one 


cup minced shallots, one cup minced 
parsley, one-half cup minced celery, 
piece of butter (or better, bacon 
drippings), tablespoon flour, one- 
half cup dried bread crumbs, one 
egg, six large oyster* shells, cay-' 
enne, salt to taste—there you have 
the makings of oysters Farcis. Heat 
the oysters until plump. Drain and 
cut Into «mall pieces. 
Melt the 
butter, cook onions, parsley cel- 
ery.

RECENTLY I visited a, "zoo" 
hich specializes in tropical bird*, 
o me, the South American parrots 
•ere the most interesting. They 
ave a great variety of unusual 
olors in their feathers. 
These 


e and vivid colors have al- 


ways made them popular with bird 
overs. 


Frequently I receive letters from 
ersons who are interested in pur- 
h&sing imported birds, but they 
re fearful lest these birds carry a 
Isease known as 
"psittacosis". 
everal years ago there was a 
rather severe epidemic of psittaco- 
is, or "parrot's disease", as it is 
tore commonly called. Since then 
he public has feared all parrots. 
This disease is rare, extremely 
unusual, indeed. The infection is 
aused by a germ called the "bacil- 
us psittacosis". It is found in dis- 
ased parrots and other birds of 
the parrot family. 
It is easily transmitted to on* 


who caresses or handles a bird af- 
flicted with this disease. It rarely 


contracted from a domestic par* 


•ot and only occasionally from an 
mported bird. 


Serious Di»ea*e 


When transmitted to the human, 


isittacoaia is often a serious •and 
'atal disease. It leads to a conges- 
tion of the lung which so closely 
resembles pneumonia that it is 
often confused with that disease. 
At times the infection is mild and 
overlooked in its early stages, but 
sooner or later the victim has seri- 
ous complaints. 


Let me assure my readers that 
e disease is now seldom seen, 
This Increase in safety has been 
accomplished by the enforcement of 
certain laws concerning the impor- 
lAUon of foreign birds. All parrots, 
love birds", parrakeets and ca- , 
laries are rigidly quarantined be- 
fore they are permitted to enter the- 
country. These birds are given a 
certificate of health before they ar» 
permitted to be sold to the public. 
The purchaser is assured of a 
healthy bird, free from disease and 
danger. 


If you are interested in buying a 
tropical bird, you must make sure 
that the bird is in good health and 
free from psittacosis. To do this 
you should demand a certificate ot 
health from those who xell the bird. 


All imported birds are carefully 


watched for any sign of disease 
even while en route to this country. 
This, plus & rigid quarantine, has 
eliminated danger of psittacosis, a 
danger which caused so much ap- 
prehension a few years ago.

The warning was sent, presum- 
ably, so that foreign troops could 
ake cover and avoid the fate of 
the British soldiers. 


A unit of the Welch fusiliers 


mmediately abandoned its outpost 
on the bank of the creek, opposite 
,ts defense lines and about ten 
pards from the warehouses. 


Marines in Peril. 


As the Japanese attack started, 


the United States marine defense 
zone on the south bank of Soochow 
creek was endangered. The fusi- 
liers retired to the Bank of China 
Building across Yuyaching road as 
the first half dozen trench mortar 
shots whistled from the Japanese 
ines three blocks from the north 
bank of the creek. The mortiirs 
were in such a position that if the 
shots got of fthe range they could 
fly over the creek into the U. S. 
lines. 
The British view of the death of 


the three soldiers was made In an 
announcement issued after a con- 
ference among British and Japa- 
nese officials at the British con- 
sulate general. 
The same an- 


nouncement said that Japanese 
Consul General A. Okomoto had 
expressed regrets to Vice Admiral 
Sir Charles Little, commander-in- 
chief o fthe British Asiatic fleet. 
He said taht a full report was be- 
ing sent to Tokyo and that a Japa- 
nese investigation was continuing. 
Okomoto also expressed regrets

British Erect Barricade. 
The British troops erected a 


seven foot barricade between the 
warehouses of a British block- 
house on the Chapei side of the 
creek, giving the members of the 
doomed battalion, who have taken 
individual oaths to 
die rather 
than surrender, safe ingress and 
egress if they desire to give up 
the fight with honor. Tv.-o Chinese 
flags flew over the shell torn and 
scarred buildings. 
Rear Admiral Honda reflected 


the Japanese attitude toward the 
mon of the doomed battalion. The 
Japanese refuse to recognize them 
as even courageous men. "In the 
true Samurai spirit," he said, "we 
have done our utmost to spare the 
lives of the Chinese soldiers and 
tp induce them to surrender. How- 
ever, our patience is exhausted 
and we are completing prepara- 
tions for an immediate assault." 


He referred sarcastically to the 


Chinese* "more or less

"We who know the nature of the

ing Problems.

Biggers, unemployment cengua ad- 
miniatntor, made what h« c*ll«d 
a "guess" Saturday that the forth- 
coming survey would dUcloae an 
unusually large percentage ot job- 
less over 40 yeara old. 
Biggers laid he did not believe 
these men were "on the scrap 
heap" but Bimply have found it 
impossible to adjust their life-long 
work habits to meet the compe- 
tition of youncer men in job hunt- 
ing. Once they lose out in one 
industry, he said, they encounter 
great difficulty in obtaining work 
in another. 


While the census, he predicted, 
will direct attention to this man- 
over-40 problem in an unpreced~ 
entered manner, it also will fur- 
nish a basis for solving It. 
"If you know the types of people 
unemployed," Biggers said, "and 
their ages and capabilities and the 
industries in which they worked, 
you can determine what they're 
capable of doing in some other in- 
dustry." 
The census, a voluntary regis- 
tration of all unemployed and par- 
tially unemployed, will be taken 
Nov. 
16 to 20. Millions of ques- 
tionnaires will be distributed by 
postmen to 31,000,000 homes. 
Already an estimated 90,000 per- 
sons are voluntarily working in 
3,000 cities and smaller commun- 
ities preparing for' the census.
